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RESPONSE TO "NOTICE TO FILE CORRECTED APPLICATION PAPERS" 



The aforesaid Notice asserts that substitute drawings are required in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.84 because the drawings, as filed, allegedly "contain text that is not in English...." The 
Notice points out as an example "a flowchart that was originally not in English that has been 
marked up to include the English text.. .(37 CFR citations omitted)...." 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Notice are respectfully requested. 

In support of this request and for the convenience of the MPED, copies of related Figs. 3 
and 4 and of Fig. 8 are attached. 

It is respectfully submitted to be self apparent that the allegedly non-English text 
(actually, Japanese characters) in Fig. 3 and in the lower portion of Fig. 8 is not text, the 
substantive content of which is to be understood by the reader. Instead, as explained at page 2, 
lines 7-28, Fig. 3 illustrates an "image format" for retaining data content. By comparison and as 
discussed at page 2, lines 15-17, Fig. 4 illustrates a "layout retaining format" for retaining layouts 
of the data content. 

As further explained at page 2, line 18, the image format of Fig. 3 is "intended to retain 
contents as image information for expansion in the display memory..." whereas the layout 
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retaining format of Fig. 4 "retains layout information, image information and text information 
separately from each other in the format." Thus, Fig. 3 designates three separate portions of the 
non English text as CHARACTER DATA A, B and C, respectively, and further designates 
IMAGE DATA a and b, and which have their counterparts in the "layout retaining format" of Fig. 
4. 

It follows that the character data A, B and C while not in the English language, 
nevertheless is fully representative of character data or text, whether in English or any other 
language. Hence, there is no need to have the character data translated from one language to 
another since it is fully capable of functioning as representative character data, independent of 
the language in which it is presented. 

Fig. 8, as discussed at page 12, lines 2 et seq. discloses an example in accordance with 
the invention of configuring CHARACTER DATA A, B and C and IMAGE DATA a and b, again 
as shown in the PICTURE IMAGE in the lower portion of Fig. 8, and represented as BOOK 
CONTENTS substantially as shown in Fig. 4, through conversion to an intermediate data file in 
the upper right portion of Fig. 8. 

Again, it is submitted to be apparent that the Japanese characters in Figs. 3 and 8 are 
merely representative of text but as to which there is no intent to convey any substantive content 
of that text. 

For all of the above reasons, it is submitted that the drawings are in accordance with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.84 and that the requirement presented in the Notice is misplaced and 
should be withdrawn.
